Names ofthe Passengers Aboard 
the IIl-Fated Steinmann, 


The Captain and a Boy Passenger Res- 
cued—A Few More Known to Have 
Been Saved—Another Steamer Beached 
Near Halifax. 


HALfrAx, N. S., April 5,—The Daniel Steinman 
of the ‘White Cross Liue, which sailed from Ant- 
werp on March 20, under command of Capt. Von 
Schoonhoven, drove on the ledge of rocks known 
as “The Sisters” at 10 o’clock Thursday night. She 
immediately backed off and sank in 50 feet of wa- 
ter. A dense fog was prevalllng at the time. The 
light-bouse keeper on Sambro Island heard her 
whistie as she was going down, and saw ber sig- 
nals of distress, but the sudden storm which 
sprung up prevented any one from going to her 
rescue, As soop as the report of the 
disaster reached this ‘elty two tugs 
were sent to hér rescue by Messrs. Chinian Bros., 
but the rough weather prevented them rendering 
her any assistance. Theré were 133 soul aboard 
at the time the steamer sank. Af daylight Fri- 
day morning a fisherman named Gilkie launched 
a life-vboat and brought off the captain, Von 
Schoonhoven, and a boy, who were in the rigging. 
Nine other persons are kaowan” to have been 
saved. Full details of the disaster cannot be ob- 
tained at present. The weather 1s still stormy 
and the sea so rough that no tugs dare approach 
the wreck. 

The Steinman, was built in 1875 for 8. Meter & 
Co. of Antwerp, forthe Baltimore trade, and 
subsequentiy sold to the White Cross Line. 
She was 277 feet long, 34 
feet beam and 25 feet deep. 
She was worth about $100,000, and fully insured. 
Capt. Von Schoonboven had commanded her two 
years. There is no list of passengers at the 
agency ot the line in New York, but it is known 
that nearly all of them were ste erage. As soon 
asthe storm subsides an effort will be made to 
reach her and save part of the cargo.

LOW PRICES. 

May wheat soid down to 81% in Chicago 
yesterday and closed at 82%, the lowest 
price for years. ‘There were rumors of panic 
and heavy failures in London and of con- 
tracts to deliver wheat in Liverpool at $1. 
Other food products sympathized with the 
downward movement. It seemed that the 
bottom had fallen out, and many are the 
theories as to the meaning, the causes and 
consequences of this tumble in prices, 

It simply means that, with peace and fair 
crops in Europe, and with Chili, the Argen- 
tine Republic and India entering into com- 
petition with us, our grain trade bas been 
holding up prices as if we had no competi- 
tors but the tillers of high-priced land in 
Europe, until at last the spring prospect 
for immense crops and a huge sur- 
plus this year has taken all the 
nerve out of the dealers, and, no longer 
contident of their ability to control prices in 
Liverpool, they are anticipating even lower 
prices than will probably prevail. Some of 
them hold that the rapid extension of the 
railways in India, the cheap labor of that 
country, and the rapidly increasing cultiva- 
tion of the pampas of South America, to- 
gether with the general cheapening of trans- 
portation by sea and by land, bid us prepare 
for a range of prices in provisions and 
breadstuffs permanently lower in the old 
world markets than was ever kuown before 
—a range so low as to cut down our exports 
of wheat at least tothe surplus raised only 
on our lands that are cheapest. freshest and 
most favorably located with respect to trans- 
portation. — 

Of course there is a limit to the European 
wheat market, and hardly any limit to the 
productive capacity of our country, and 
we therefore cannot expect to keep up the 
recent prices while our surplus pro- 
duction is increasing as it bas 
done for years past. But famines 
are more frequent than surplus cropsin In- 
dla; the Indian railways. have not yet 
dumped any great supply of wheatinto the 
markets; harvest hands are still few in the’ 
South American pampas, where the live 
stock business is easler and more profitable; 
and between now and the next harvest 
there is no telling what disappointment may 
await our anticipations as to the crops, nor 
what accidents or rumors of war may occur 
to boom the markets. On the other hand, 
we have the consolation of knowing that, 
even with low prices, abundant food prod- 
ucts make business active and lay the 
foundation for a general prosperity in which 
the farmers have their share even while 
grumbling at low prices. The latter will 
teach them how liable they are to suffer 
from the over-production of any one thing, 
and that they must diversify their crops and 
rely upon stock raising and feeding rather 
than upon grain-selling for their profits.

BaRDOU hasa great fondness for wrestling 
matches, but he should so time them in his plays 
that the heroine may be properly attired for mus- 
eular exertion.

A ratherpro- 
longed. wait before the anxiots husband appeared 
and a nervous hitch or two afterwards were the 
only other indication of a wrongness somewhere. 


I MET Melville Landon (Eli Perkins) as he 
Passed through the city yesterday. He isa man 
who has worked his peculiar fleld on the platform 
and inthe newspapers for all it is worth, and 
what he has gained has been by persistent hard 
labor. His fun is not the effervescent, spontane- 
ous outburst that some humorists seem to be 
capable of; but when he writes anything good 
there is always plenty of brain perspiration to 
show for it. He works and rewrites and boils 
and polishes until every word has been studiously 
put down in its right place. I believe that even 
bis proyerbial neglect of truth is a deliberate 
snub, though itis usually artful enough to pass 
for impulsive accident. 


I UNDERSTAND that he has struck a lead that 
promises to yield him a big return. His new 
book is the result of caretul and laborious work, 
and he has wisely sent it out on the world by the 
subscription plan, which works very much like 
Col. Seller’s eye-wash scheme in practical opera- 
tion. Perkins says he has found that newspaper 
work don’t pay big enough, and the story is dis- 
tributed among too many people. “Why,” said 
he, I have worked as a reporter for only 878 a 
week ——;” for the sake of all people who love 
truth a veil had better be drawn over the rest of 
the sentence. 


THERE is considerable mystification concern- 
ing the Nathan-Newton scandal in London and 
the reason that Minister Lowell had Julius New- 
ton or Nathan’s presentation withdrawu. The 
presentation in the first place was eonsidered 
very strange, and the withdrawal of the names of 
Newton and his wife is considered stranger still. 
I met a New Yorker the other day who was fa 
millar with the whole story and this is what he 
told me. 


JtLivs NATHAN, as his name properly is 
by birth, is the son of a Onatham street tailor, 
ang is not at all related to the weir known Na- 
thans of New York. By a lucky stroke on the 
street he made a fortune, sufficiently large to 
place him in the scale of wealthy men. All of 
his attempts to get into the best Jewish circles, 
however, were in Vain and he was so much em- 
bittered against them that he petitioned the 
New York Legislature to change his name and he 
determined to cut off all connection with his race. 
Before his name was changed Nathan and his 
wife went to London, where they lived in great 
style. Now it happens that one of the other Na- 
thans is named Jwius, and doubtless when this 
Nathan applied to Minis ter Lowell for presenta- 
tion to royalty he atonce concluded that he was 
the representative ot the aristocratic Nathan 
family, and no que stions were asked. The pres- 
entation took place, but meanwhile the New York 
Legislature had dubbed this Julius Nathan 
Julius Newton, ana of course When Minister 
Lowell found the man he had indorsed going by 
another name he was, to say the least, surprised. 
The result ol his inquiries was the erasure of the 
presentation.

The Astor Place Difficulty and the Saa- 
guinary Struggle of 63.

Since then there wasa negro riotin 1741, 
which was a rous one, as the propor- 
tion of slaves to whites was very great. 
After that came the stamp-act riot of 1765, a

Many old citizens remember the spring 
election riots of 1834, which ended in a vie- 
tory for the rioters by the peaceful ballot, at 
the announcement of which result Daniel 
Webster made a speech to 20,000 people. The 
abulition riots followed closely, being in 
turn followed by the flour riot, aSenseless 
uprising, resulting only in the destruction 
of a lot of flour when that necessary product 
was very scarce.

An Artist Shoots His Wife and a Street 
ar Conductor.

He 
knocked Hawkins down and Ricked him in- 
sensible, breaking the fingers of his right 
hand, and tearing away a portion of his 
sealp. The shooting attracted the lice, 
who arrested Hawkins and sent Hackett 
and the woman to the hospital in an ambu- 
lance. Mrs. Hawkins is 26 and very pretty, 
and of good figure, In London she was a 
model for Hawkins’ paintings, and he fell 
in leve and married her against the wishes 
of his parents, who disowned him.

Hackett is a horse-car conductor of the 
masher order, and as there is no bell-punch 
or registry of fares on the lines here, he has 
been leading the life of a capitalist for some 
time.

A NIGHT OF ADVENTURE. 


In the spring of the year 1877, when the 
Russians were pushing their victorious forces 
teward the city of their conquered foe, and 
England was waiting apprehensive of the 
result, I had the fortune to de attached to a 
depot battery of garrison artillery in the 
Southern District. At that time there was a 
gi scarcity of subalterns in the Royal 


iment, and I found myself the only offi- 
cer of that rank in a battery of recruits 
some two hundred sirong. As may be imag- 
ined, I had quite as much work on my hands 
as I cared for. 

It was With mingled feelings that I heard 
the news that Lord Beaconsfield had deter- 
mined on calling out the Reserves. On the 
one hand the act seemed prophetic of immi- 
nent war, with all the chances of promotion 
and distinction that such a prospect opens to 
the soldier; While on the other there was the 
immediate certainty of plenty of additional 
hard work, and of endless trouble with men 
just transferred from their civil oceupa- 
tions to the stirring life of the army. 
On the whole, however. I think I rather en- 
joyed the excitement offered by the change. 

One morning I was calied into the Colo- 
nel’s office, informed that a large detach- 
ment ot forty men of the Reserve was to join 
my battalion from Wales and that I was to 
proceed thither immediately with a trust- 
hie ga sergeant and bring them to the de- 

t. The Colonel did not seruple to tell me 

at he would not have intrusted so diffieult 
a task to an officer with as little experience 
and length ‘of service as myself had he any 
other to send; but as there was no one avail- 
able he must make a virtue of necessity, 
and hoped I would prove worthy of the con- 
fidence reposed in me. At the same time he 
gave me to understand that, once the men 
were in my charge, I should be held respon- 
slole for any who managed to desert or 
otherwise absent themselves on the jour- 


ney. 

i always disliked responsibility, and had, 
morever, an idea—whether well or ill-found- 
ed I shall not pause to consider—that the 
small pay of a subaltern was not intended 
to cover any duties of great n vortauce, but 
was merely an income drawn for the per- 
formance of certain fixed pieces of routine, 
such as visiting guards, going round to in- 
spect the men’s dinners, aud so on. I can- 
not, therefore, say that I at all relished the 
order I had just received, especially sinee I 
could very well realize the difficult 
of conveying forty rude Welsh 
miners 80 long a distance 
through a country unknown to them. 1 
only stipulated, however, that the Sergeant 
who was to be my companion should be a 
man I knew and could trust, and 
who could talk Welsh on occasion, 
Fortunately, just such a one as I needed 
was available, and we started on our jour- 
ney determined to make the best of it. 

I do not intend here to give an account of 
the manner in which I carried out my mis- 
sion, though. indeed, some of the incidents 
were amusing enough. I was compelled per- 
force to stay longer than 1 had intended in 
Wales gathering my men together, and ov 
the morning of our final departure half the 
ie ulation of the country seemed to be eol- 

ec together to see us off. Had there been 

the least unwillingness on the part of the 
new recruits to join, I should have been 
guite unable to muster them among the 
crowds that attended; but both they and 
their relatives were only too willing to serve 
Her Majesty aud drink her health. Man aft- 
er mun was carried aloft by his admiring 
friends, dead drunk, and thrust into the car- 
riages anywhere and anyhow, till my num- 
ber was complete, and the amused engine- 
driver could at length start his train. Of the 
whole party, 1 think that myself, my ser- 
geant and a single total abstainer, who hap- 
pened to bethe sole one of my men who 
could speak a word of English, were the only 
persons sober, I kept my charges well sup- 
plied with liquor. in defiance of all prece- 
dent, carried them from Euston to London 
Bridge ina couple of omnibuses, and had 
them all safely housed in barracks before 
they well knew they had started. I fear 
some of them must have felt very ill the day 
after, but that of course I could not help.

A Long Island Society Belle Mar- 
ries a Farm Laborer.

Tint to Peacock’s Plumage.

Shot silks of every nue, from opal tints to 
those of peacock’s plumage are particular! 
fashionable and are likely to become still 
more so as the season advances. ‘hey pro- 
duce charming costumes for walking and 
visiting purposes, for day receptions, and 
when draped with gauze, lace or tulle and of 
a suitable shade, realize the perfection of 
evening dress. The bronze-brown, shot 
with gold, now in vogue, is the revival of an 
effect which enamored admirers of shot 
silks some twenty and thirty years ago. Its 
gleams of gold and warm shadows receive 
32 riches from the proximity of black 
ace. 

Present costumes presents a variety of 
charming patterns and little change in gen- 
eral style, if we except a tendency in the 
back drapery to fall into long straight folds, 
in piace of the pouf with which we have 
been for some time familiar. The downward 
folds, however, are best suited to heavy, sol- 
id materials. For woolens, cashmeres and 
other soft textures, the pouf is preferabie.

THE TABLIER. 

The overskirt, or drapery, whether in the 

Shape of tablie r, tunic or polonaise, takes 
many forms. Sometimes it reaches nearly 
to the bottum of the jupe; sometimes it falis 
Over it in panneaux of solid handsome ma- 
terial; sometimes it drapes with diagonal 
foids on the front of the dress, on the one 
side mingling with the pouf drapery of the 
back, and on tne other opening high on the 
left hip.

THE CORSAGE. 

Ladies continue taithful to the corsage 
With pointed basque, and cut well off the 
hips, which, better than any other, suits the 
Louis XV. style of costume; but besides 
this is a pleasing contrast in the shape of the 
round waist, eucircied by band or sash. 

Dresses of. the Directoire and Premier Em- 
pire periods are no startling exceptions. 

Chenille is worn more tuan ever. Now it 
is to be seen not oniy as fringe aud burder- 
ings, but sometimes coveriag the entire front 
of corsage, jupe or tablier. Lhe tunic may 
be composed entirely of it, especially if the 
dress be of black silk or satin. Nothing can 
be richer in eff-ct than chenille in union 
with applications of jet beads in the shape of 
leaves, flowers and other desigus. 

Chenille is much used upon ball dresses 
generally, but especially upon those made of 
tulle, Where knots aud tasseis of it in many 
instances take the piace of flowers in the 
way of looping and fastening. 

Summer vennets are as yet not much more 
than iudicated, but a profusion of spring 
flowers 18 beiug applied to millinery, and the 
result is that many a charming bouquet is 
produced under the name of a bounet, The 
bonnet itsell, apart from its feathers or flow- 
ers, is as small as can be, and generally 
shows gleaws of gold. Capotes ot colored 
tulle and lace continue as fashionable as 
as ever. One of the favorite shades of col- 
ored lace is a pale yellowish pink, 

Among novelties in head gear is the hat 
wrougut inimitation ofa spider’s web. It 
is made of fine wire or thread, lined with col- 
ored silk, and, to carry out the iilusion, flies 
are upon it, as if caugut iu the toils of the 
spider. For trimming there is the large 
choux in front. This may be of ribbon to 
match in hue the lining of the hat, or it may 
be of lace, and in this case is generally of a 
grayish yellow or twine color.
